In the city o f H oston, some tim e sin ce, resided a hand­ 
som e and accom plished gii I, 
named Louisa W hin ton. 
S h e w as affectionate and k in d, and lovely; and the am i­ 
ability o f her temper and d isp osition , the blandnese and 
ngreeablenesa of her m anners, the captivating qualities o f 
her m ind, and the beauty of her face and form united, a t­ 
tracted a number o f gay adm irers to her circle, who were 
fain to court her acquaintance, to covet her sn id es, and to 
claim her favor and love. 
Am ong this corps ol real or 
pretend idly captivated sw ain s, wa* Henry — —, who e x ­ 
celled nil hi* young com panions in his attentions, and who 
breathed more ardently the aspirations o f love in »he ears 
o f the fair L ouisa, than any o f her professed adm irers. 
H is heart seem ed all softness and sym pathy, and to glow 
w ith sin cerity aud affection { j e t it w as the heart of the 
tiger, crouching U) secure its prey. 
W in n ing upon the af­ 
fections o f the fond and unsuspecting girl, h is sk ill and 
cunning in lim work of villainous seduction, gradually 
overpowered her Blot al and religious scruples; and once 
securely entrenched in the strong hold ol her heart, he soon 
w as enabled to revel in the un forbidden «harms o f her per­ 
son, and Louisa yieldingly sunk, a m elancholy victim o f 
departed virtue, into the -irm sofhcr seducer an J destroyer. 
For 
a tim e, the unhallowed flame continued to burn 
brightly on the altar o f licentious enjoym ent; but ere long, 
it begun to em it only a flickering ligh t, and in a few short 
m onths w as com pletely extinguished in coldness and ne­ 
glect.

Her in 
fant w as disposed of w e cannot cay exactly h o w ; but be­ 
fore and after her confinem ent, her heart w as sore with 
sorrow— her grief was alm ost incessant— ami her agony of 
mind m sufferabie. 
Soon after her m aternity, a w ithering 
sickm ss seised upon her body; and 011 the 1st o f the pr« t 
ent m outh, tlie fair Louisa bid adieu to life, and died a 
heart-broken stranger— the victim o f the w dee o f an infa­ 
mous seducer, aud betrayer o f her lout and virtue.

rying off their tumblers half full o f liquor, w hich they 
threw into the street. 
T hey afterwards perpetrated a 
number of outrages, one o f tlm m ost serious o f which was 
at a house o f bud lam e— having tied up the k eeper, and 
then each individually assaulted her 111 such а шаиш г, that 
could »lie but recognise them , tin у would not escape the 
s ’ate prison, were they honestly dealt w ith.
